Section 1. Be it enaded by the General Assembly of the p^ ^^j.^ 
State of Tennessee^ That the 7th section of an act of eigh- clauJ^* '"^ 
teen hundred and thirty-two, chapter 21, be, and the same 
is hereby, repealed; and that the next term of the Supreme 
Court at Sparta, be held on the first Monday in December, 
eighteen hundred and thirty-three; and that said court be 
holden on the first Monday in August, in each succeeding 
year. 

Sec. 3. Be it enacted^ That all process, records and pro- Retarns. 
ceedings, shall be filed accordingly, wittiout prejudice to 
the parties. 

Sec. 3. Be it erUtcted^ That all appeals from any court of or a^^ieals from 
Smith county to the Supreme Court, shall be taken to the Smith county.

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CHAPTER II. 

An Act to amend the act of 1827, chapter 20, entitled an act more 
amiply to provide for the poor. 

Be it emcied hy the General A^emhly of ike State of Tenr 
nesseej That where any person or persons shall hereafter 
die, leaving a wife, or a wife and children, or absconds 
and leaves his family, tliat then, ^nd in that case, the arti- 
cles and property now exempt, or which may hereafter be 
exempt by law from execution sale, shall and may be set 
apart for the use of the wi(low, or wife, iji the same manner^ 
and to the same extent, that said property is now exempt 
from execution where the husband is Jiving.

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CHAPTER III. 

An Act more efl^ctnalljr to prevent the owners of steam boats and sta- 
ges from carrying off slaves, wi&out the knowledge or consent of the 
owners. ^ 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of Tennessee^ That hereafter, no stage contractor or 
driver, or owner, or captain of any steam boat or other 
water craft, shall receive and C£trry from any place in this 
State, to any other place, either in or out of the State, 
any black or coloured person, unless said coloured person 
shall produce the certificate of the clerk of the court of 
the county from which, said stage or steam boat is about to 
depart; which certificate shall be under the seal of said 
court, stating that the said clerk has known said coloured 
person, and that he or she is free, or has generally been 
reputed to be free, or that it has been proved to him by 
respectable witnesses known to liim, (whom he is hereby 
authorised to swear,) that said coloured person is free, or 
generally reputed so; or if said coloured person be actually 
a slave, then and in that case a verbal or written authority 
from the owner or owners, shall be sufficient. 

Sec. 2. Be it enacted by the authority aforesaid^ That when 
any stage contractor or driVer, or owner or captain of any 
steam boat or other water craft, or any other person or per- 
sons, shall violate the provisionsof the first section of this act, 
then, and in that case, they, or either of &em, sliall be subject 
to indictment or presentment, without a prosecutor thereto, 
in the county or the circuit court of the county in which 
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saidjcolored person was bo received in any of said stages or 
steam boats; and upon conviction thereof shall be fined in 
a sum not less than two nor more than five hundred dollars^ 
and be imprisoned not less than three nor more than six 
months; and moibver, shall be liable to an action of tro- 
ver at the suit" tbe owner or owners of any slave or 
slaves so received and carried without the aforesaid pre« 
mission. '

President and Vice President of tiie United States. 
' , Sec. 2. Be ii enacted^ That in the county of Williamson 
there shall be and is hereby established a precinct election 
for Governor, members to Congress, members to the State 
Legislature and for Convention, at the dwelling house of 
Ephraim Brown, on the plantation upon which he now Wilson coaBtr* 
lives — and that the sheriff of the county of Williamson, 
shall hold election's at the said place in the same way 
and manner and under the same rules and regulations (hat 
elections are and have been holden in said county, at other 
precinct elections. 

Sec. 3. Be it enacted^ That an additional precinct elec- Davidson 
tion or place for holding the general State elections, county, 
and for President and Vice President of the United States,

^ Section 1* Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of Tennessee^ That the Supreme Court of Errrors and 
Appeals for the fifth Judicial Circuit now holden in the 
town of Reynoldsburg, shall hereafter be holden in the 
BaovedTo^Cenl court housc in the town of Centreville in the countv of 
treviiie. Hickman, And it is hereby mkde the duty of the clerk 

of said Supreme Court, as soon as one shall be appointed, 
and after the passage of this act, to remove or cause to be 
done, the records, books and papers of his office to die town 
of Centreville in said county of Hickman, and all busi- 
ness determinable in, and feturnable to die Supreme Court 
at Reynoldsburg, shall hereafter be returned to, and de- 
'termined in the Supreme Court at Centreville* 

Sec. 2. Be it enacted j That hereaflier, all causes and suits 
which have originated^^r may hereafter originate in the 
Appeal! from counties of Lawrence, Wavne, Hardin, Humphreys, 
w^ne ^'. Hickman and Perry, upon which an appeal to die Su- 
preme Court may be taken, shall be taken to, and tried 
m^ the Supreme Court at Centreville, and diat such buii^ 
ness as has originated or may originate, and be appealea 
upon in die counties of Maury, Giles and Dickson, may at 
the option of die party or p^jrties appealing, be taken to 
the Supreme Court at Nashville or C^ntreviM as he, she, 
or they may deem advisable. 
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Seo. 3. Be it enacted^ That it shall be, and is hereby 
made the duty of the judges of the Supreme Court of Er- whenholdw.

CHAPTER XV, 

An Act to anihoriie pabHcation ia certain 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of TTwi- 
nessee^ That if in any suit, in any court of equity, any ^ 
defendant or defendants, against whom any subpoena 
or other process shall issue, shall not cause his, her or 
their appearance to be entered on such process, within 
such time, and in such manner, as according to the rules of 
the court the same ought to have been entered, in case 
such process had been duly served, and an affidavit shall 
be made to' the satisfaction of said court, that the place of 
residence of such defendant or defendants is unknown to 
the plaintiff, and that such plaintiff, after diligent enquiry, 
cannot discover the place of residence of such defendant 
or defendants, then, and in such case, the court out of 
which such process issued, shall make an order, directing 
and appointing such defendant to appear at a certain day 
therein to be named, which said oraer shall, within sixty 
dajrs after such order made, be inserted in some Gazette, 
published within the State, for so long a time as the court 
may order and direct; and if the defendant or defendants 
do not appear within the time specified by such order, or 
within such further time as the court shall apjpoint, then 
on proof made of such publication, the plaintiff's bill shall 
be taken pro confesso^ and such other proceedings had 
thereon, as are directed in an act passed in 1787, chapter 
22, section L

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CHAPTER XVI. 

An Act to extend the lawi and JoHsdiction of this State to her louthdni 
limits. 

Be it enacted by tlie General Assembly of the State of Ten- 

■'welf tolhS **^*^» "^^^^ ^^^ '*^® ^^ jurisdiction of the State of Ten- 
f!)u*ati^ of* nessee, be, and hereby £ire extended to the southern limits 
this State. ^f the Stite, ovei that tract of country now' in the »occu- 
pancy of the Cherokee Indians; and that the courts of this 
State shall have cognizance of all crimes and misdemean- 
ors committed, and all contracts made, and of all persons 
residing within the limits of the said territory, and shall 
hear and determine the same, in such manner and upon 
such terms as the laws and usages of said State now do, 
or may hereafter prescribe: and, for the greater conven- 
Attachedtova- ^^^^^ ^^ *^® citizcus and people residing in that tract of 
riotts counties, country, the county of Marion, in addition to its present 
limits, shall commence at the point where the line dividing 
the States of Alabama and Tennessee, commences on the 
bank of the Tennessee river, running thence along said 
line to the dividing line between Georgia and Tennessee^ 
to the extreme height of the Raccoon mountain, thence 
along the extreme height of said mountain to the Tennes- 
see river opposite the mouth of Suck Creek; the county of 
Hamilton, in addition to its present limits, shall commence 
at the extreme height of me Raccoon mountain, at the 
point where the Marion county line terminates, running 
thence along the line dividing the States of Georgia and 
Tennessee, until it crosses the White Oak mountain, con- 
tinuing thence five miles to a point on said line and there 
terminating; thence running so as to strike the White Oak 
mountain two miles above Kobinson's Gap, through which 
Wolf river creek runs, thence to the extreme height of said 
mountain; thence along the extreme height of said moun- 
tain to the Blythe ferry road at the place now occupied by 
Wilson Evans; thence along said road towards the Tennes* 
s^e rivejr^ within two miles of William Bly the's ; thence such 
a cojuine to the Tennessee river as will leave William 
Blythe's plantation on the north side of said line, and strike 
the Tennessee river opposite the Rhea county line on the 
north bank of s^id river. The county of Rhea, in addition 
to its present limits, shall commence at the point where the 
county of Uanulton termiQateson the bank of the Tennessee 
river^ as provided in this act, running thence along said line 
to the house now occupied by Wilson Evans^ ; thence a direct 
line to a point on the Hiwassee river, opposite to the first 
large ridge ^bove the mouth of Price's creek. The county 
of Sf cMinp, in addition to its present limits, shall com- 
mence at the point on the south bank of Hiwa^see river, 
where tbQ Rhea county line terminates; thence along said 
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line, until it strikes the Hamilton county line at Wilsoii 
Evans'; thence alon^ said line to the White Oak moun- 
tain; thence along the extreme height of said mountain 
and the Hamilton county line entire, until it strikes the 
five mile point of Hamilton county line, on the dividing 
line between the States of Georgia and Tennessee; 
thence along said line until it strikes a point opposite to the 
line dividing Monroe and McMinn counties; thence a 
direct line to the division line between the said counties of 
Monroe and McMinn; and that all the balance of said ter- 
ritory shall be attached to, and included in the county of 
Monroe, in addition to its present limits* And it is hereby 
made the duty of the Surveyor General of the Hiwa?see 
district to run and mark the several county lines as design 
nated by t\as act, Pradded^ however, nothing in this act ptoTiaoM. 
contained, shall be construed to authorise or allow any tax 
to be levied upon any native Cherokee residing within the 
limits of said tract of country at the passage of this act, 
or to work on roads, or to perform militia duty therein; 
and profDtded Jurthefj That the native Cherokees residing 
within the limits of said tract of country, shall be secured 
and protected in the free and unmolested enjoyment of 
their improvements and all personal property, according 
to the customs and usages of said Cherokee Indians, ana 
to enforce their rights touching the same, in and before the 
courts of the State of Tennessee, or the inferior tribunals 
of said State, as tixe matters in controversy may rightfully 
give jurisdiction: and promded alsoj nothing in tnis act 
contained, shall be construed to interfere with or invali- 
date the marriage customs of the said Cherokee Indians. 

Pravidedf neverthekss^ such of the native Cherokees who Pranso. 
may heretofore have had the rights of citizenship extended 
to them, or who may hereafter have the rights of citizen- 
ship extended to them by any law or laws of Ae State of 
Tennessee, shall be subject to all the duties, and liable to 
allthepubhc dues, that other citizens of the State of Ten- 
nessee are subject or liable to, as is or may be provided by 
the laws of the said State of Tennessee. 

Provided, always, Nothing hereing contained, shall be p . 
construed to authorise the courts of this State to take juris* ^^^' 
diction of any criminal offence committed within the terri* 
tory aforesaid, by any Cherokee Indian residing therein, , 
except for murder, rape and larceny. And the usftges and 
customs of said Cherokee Indians in all other respects are 
hereby allowed them, within the territory over which, by 
this act, the jurisdiction of this State is extended, until 
such time as it may be deemed necessary and proper fur^ 
ther to abridge or abrogate them: saving always from the 
benefits and privileges of this exception, such of the native 
Cherokee Indians as have had, or may halve the ij|lit| ^^oogle 
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citizenship extended to them by any law of the State of 
Tennessee. 

Provided^ Nothing in this act contained, shall be con- 
strued to authorise any white man to settle within the lim- 
its of the lands in this State now within the occupancy of 
the Cherokee Indians, and over which it is the object of 
this act to extend the laws: and provided^ That nothing in 
this act contained shall be construed to invalidate any law 
or treaty of the United States, made in pursuance of the 
constitution thereof. 

Praoided also^ That nothing in this act contained, shall be 
construed to authorise any entry or appropriation or occu- 
pancy of any of the lands contained within the limits of 
the country now in possession of the Cherokces, or to ex- 
tend our laws for the entry of vacant and unappropriated 
lands over any part of said country*

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CHAPTER XVII. 

An Act to compel enterers of land in certiun cases to have their entries 
surveyed. 

Section L Be it enacted hy the General Assembly of the 
State of Tennessee^ That it shall and may be lawful for any 
subsequent emerer of land made under the act of 1833, 
and the various acts passed subsequently thereto, authori- 
sing the entering of vacant and unappropriated land north 
and east of the Congressional Reservation line, to give or 
cause to be given, sixty days notice in writing tp the first 
enterer,or to his, her or their agent, and in case the enter- 
er resides out of the county, then, and in that ease, it shall 
be the duty of the subsequent enterer to give public notice 
for three successive weeks in some newspaper printed in 
this St&te, or serve written notice, at his election, that he, 
she, or they must proceed to have his, her or their entry 
surveyed in that time, so that the subsequent enterer can 
have surveyed his entry with certainty. 

Ssct S. Be it enactedy That in case the first enterer shall 
fail, neglect oc refuse to have his, her or their entry sur- 
veyed within sixty days after receiving said notice, or after 
publics^on made, or notice given as aforesaid, then, and 
in that case, it shall and jnay be lawful for the subsequent 
enterer to proceed to have his, her or their entry sucveyed 
acccHPding to law. or-iaio 
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Sec. 3. Be it further enaded^ That it shall not be lawfal 
for the first enterer to interfere in making his survey after- ^"*?J'.?.'*5^* 
wards with the survey of the subsequent enterer; and any ^^^ * ** * 
interference so made shall be null and void: Provided^ the 
subsequent enterer shall have his, her or their entry sur- 
veyed within thirty days after the expiration of the sixty 
days notice given to the first enterer as aforesaid; and in 
case the subsequent enterer shall fail, refiise or neglect to 
have his, her or their entry surveyed within the thirty days 
as aforesaid, then, and in that case, the provisions of tms 
act shall be null and void, to the said subsequent enterer as 
aforesaid.

Aa Act to preveat firaoda and hardahips in the bsnaace of »cire facia$* 

Sbction 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of Tennessee^ That hereafter it shall not be lawful for Itsuancc of 
any of the several clerks of any court of record in this •cifjae%a». 
State, to issue any scire facias upon any record of said court, 
upon the application of any person other than the party 
of record or his attorney, unless such application be in 
writing signed by such applicant, which writing it shall be 
the duty of said clerk to file and preserve as other papers 
which are required by law to be preserved in his office. 

Sec. 2. Be it enacted^ That in any case where 5aVe facias Daty of cUrk. 
shall issue upon the application of any person other than 
the party of record, or liis attorney, according to the ^pro- 
visions of the first section of this act, it shall be the duty of 
the clerk issuing the same, to endorse on the back of said 
scire facias the name of the person who has thus applied 
for the same; and it shall be the duty of the court before 
whom any suit by sdre facias may be determined, in case 
the same be dismissed or otherwise decided against the 
plaintiflf therein, to give judgment for costs against the ap- 
plicant so endorsed by the clerk as the applicant for the 
same. 

Sbc. 3. Beit enacted^ Thatif any clerk in this State shall Cl«>^i"We. 
fail to comply with the provisions of this act, judgment shall 
be rendered against him for the costs of said scire facias 
suit, in case judgment be against the plaintitT therein. 

Sec. 4. Be it enacted^ Thatif any clerk shall falsely and &7**^/**' 
fraudulently indorse the name of any person upon a^^ ^^oofc 
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writ of ear€ facias by him issued, under, the provisions of 
this act, as the applicant for said writ, he shall be guilty of 
a misdemeanor in office, and be punished accordingly, and 
moreover liable to the action of such person for damages. 
Sec. 5. Beit enacted^ That this act shall be in force from 
and after the first day of January next.

CHAPTER XIX. 
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An Act to residate ferriages and toll at ferries kept on the Tennessee river 
north of the north boundary line of the State of Alabama. 

Section !• Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State cf Tennessee^ That the following shall be the rate of 
toll taken by each ferry keeper on the Tennessee river be- 
low the State line of Alabama, to wit: fi-om the firist day 
of June till the first day of December, for each wagon and 
four horses or oxen, or upwards, and driver, fifty cents; for 
each wagon and three horses and driver, thirty seven and a 
half cents; for each wagon and two horses and driver, 
twenty five cents; for each cart and two or three oxeny 
twenty five cents; for each dearborn wagon and two 
horses, thirty seven and a half cents; for each dearborn 
wagon and one horse, twenty five cents; for each man 
and horse, twelve and a half cents; for each led horse, or 
horse in a drove, five cents; for each head of cattle in a 
drove or by a moving family, three cents; for each head of 
hogs, sheep or goats, t^o cents; for each footman, six cents. 

Sec. 2. Be it enacted^ That from the first day of Decem- 
ber, till the first day of Jane, each ferry keeper on the 
Tennessee river aforesaid, may take and receive double 
the amount of ferriage specified in this act; and if any fer- 
ry keeper shall violate this act, the person aggrieved may 
recover the sum of twenty five dollars^ from every person 
so violating, on proof being made thereof before a justice 
in an action of debt, subject however to an appeal as in 
other cases.

That the purchaser of any stand- 
ing crop levied on and sold after the 15th day of November, ,uSdin"cropf. 
as aforesaid, shall be vested with the same rights and inters 
est in such crop, that the person or persons had, whose 
title such purchaser under execution, has bought, and no 
more or other: Provided, always, That nothing in this 
act contained, shall be construed to deprive landlords of 
any lien on such crops for rent, or of any means of secu- 
ring or obtaining the same, to which by law they are now 
entitled. 

Sec. 3. Be it enacted, That nothing in this act contained, ^^j^^jij^^n^ 
shall be construed to prevent the levy of an attachment or aiiowe?.*" 
execution on a standing crop at any time: Provided, the 
owner thereof has absconded, and left the country: Prwi- 
ded, also, nothing in this act contained, shall be construed 
to repeal any law, or any part thereof, exempting certain 
articles of property from execution.

FeYfc"^ ^ her 6, 1831, page 15, as allows clerks of the diflFerent courts 
of this State, fifty cents for certifying and attaching the 
county seal to powers of attorney given by any of the

sons, George W. Hockley, Nathaniel Potter, Granville D. 
Searcy, Charles Tucker, F. A. Young, Washington L. 
Hannum, Albert G. Hunter, John Hk Ball, Granville Lew- 
is, Edmond P. Gaines, Pitser Miller and Francis Shoe- 
make, be, and are hereby, appointed commissioners, under

Be it enacted hy the General Assembly of the 
ZZi to wind up State of Tennessee^ That two agents be appointed by the 
thefouMnesg. general assembly, to wind up and close the concerns, of 
the Bank of the State of Tennessee; one for the principal 
Bank at Nashville, and the other for the branch thereof 
at Knoxville.

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
tratei? "^^^ State of Tennessee, That it shall be the duty of all magis- 
trates, when they shall know or be informed that any per- 
sons are engaged, or are suspected to be engaged at any 
common gaming house, or other common gaming place, at 
unlawful gaming, to issue or cause to be issued, a warrant 
to auest all persons found at the said common gaming 
house, or other common gaming pla^e; and any officers into 
whose hands suqh precept may be placed for execution^ 
shall be empowered and required to summon a guard, to 
arrest any person or persons found at such place or places; 
and to enect such arrest and prevent escape, the said offi- 
* cer or officers are hereby authorised to ^break doors, or to 

destroy any other obstruction that may hinder or prevent

CHAPTER LXXXV. 

An Ad to amend an act, aithled "an act to secure and provide for tha 
collection of the legitimate revenne of tbia State," pa«ed the 7th day 
of November, 1881, chapter 92. 

Whereas, by an act passed in the year 1815, chapter 
1S9, it is provided, that all persons who bold land in thia 
State, shall return for taxation the real number of acres 
contained in their respective grants or deeds; and if alay 
person shall fail or reiuse to return the real number of 
acres, it shall be die duty of the justice to give informs- 
tion in writing to the county court, of any tract of land, 
the real number of acres of which may not have been 
returned: and upon such failure having been reported to 
the county court, it became their duty to have the land 
surveyed, and if the same contained more than ten per 
cent, of an excess, then such excess was liable to a double 
tax; and by the 4th section of said act it was further 
provided, that the justices appointed to take in the list of 
taxable property, where the owner or his agent shall fail 
to return the list of his taxable property, to report the 
real number of acres contained in any such tract of land, 
from the best information they can obtain; which land was 
liable to taxation according to the real quality thereof: 
and, whereas, many persons have failed to report the real 
number of acres of land contained in their respective 
grants or deeds, in violation of said act of 1815; by reason 
whereof, a large amount of the lands in this State liable to 
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tiaxation,liave not paid any tax, in conformity with the 
provisions of the act of 1815 aforesaid, and the 28th sec- 
tion of the constitution of the State of Tennessee, provi- 
ding that all lands shall he taxed agreeably to the quantity 
of acres, and the revenue arising therefrom is still due 
the state: and whereas, the General Assembly by the act 
of 1831, chapter 92, entitled an act to secure ana provide 
for the collection of the legitimate revenue of this State, 
provided that the county courts should have power when 
they believe that any person holds lauds by grant or deed, 
the butts and bounds of which contain more than seven 
hundred and fifty acres, ovei* and above the quantity 
called for and returned for taxation, to cause said lands to 
be surveyed and the true quantity ascertained, and such 
tract should be liable to taxation according to its true 
quantity; but no provisions are contained in said act of 
1831, for the collection of the delinquent taxes, due before

Be it enoded by the General Assembly of the 
to be listed State of Tennessee^ That all land shall be listed and taxed 
and taxed. according to its true quantity, as provided by and required 
in the al>ove recited act of ISld, ^nd when there is any 
supjdus land in the bounds of any grant or deed^&e ^me 
shall be ascertained, if it has not already been' done as 
icequired by and provided in the above recited act of 1831, 
ana where any surplus land has been or shall be ascer- 
tained to be included in the bounds of any grant or deed, 
such surplus land shall pay the taxes due thereon since the 
passage of the act of 1815 aforesaid, in the same manner 
as though such surplus land had been listed for taxes each 
and every year since the passage of said act of 181 5.

at this institution, at the expense of the great body of the American 
people, which entitle them to priTileges, and devate them above their 
fellow citizens who have not been so fortunate as to be educated under 
the patronage of this aristocratical institution: and, whereas, it is 
considered by this General Assembly, that such institutions are repug- 
nant to the great and fundamental principles of our Government, by 
creating a demand upon the Government for a large amount of money, 
to support and protect an institution almost unknown to the people, 
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and well calculated in its charactei to fill all the oiBces in the armj of 
the United States under the patronage of the Government, to the 
exclusion of the meritorious and talented portion of the country, who 
have not received their academical education at the Government 
school; such a power is wholly unknown to the constitution of the 
United States, and at war with those principles and maxims which 
should ever be held sacred by a free and enlightened people. Since 
the vear 1794, when this institution was established, and a corp^ of 
artillerists and engineers, it has gradually set up claims to Government 
patronage, by acts of Congress from time to time, increasing the pay,

Whereas^ a suit is now pendingdn the Dayidson circait court against 
Joel Parrish, Cashier of the State £ank and his securities, for defalcation 
as Cashier: and whereas the accidents and casualties attendant upon 
a long and protracted law suit bj the death or removal of witnesses, 
and counsel on the part of the State, may produce ultimate loss to the 
State^ in the same way it did in the suit commenced hj the State some 
years sinca against the then treasurer of West Tennessee by such acci* 
dents: and whereas, it is desirable to the citizens of this State, and it 
is manifestly to the interest of the same, to have all controversies 
connected with the State Bank brought to a close as speedily as possi- 
ble: therefore. 

Be it resohed by the General Assembh of the State of Tenneseee, That Will- 
iam Carroll, Governor; Sam G. Smith, Secretary of State; Thomas 
Crutcher, Treasurer of West Tennessee; David Craighead and O. B. 
Hayes, be, and they are hereby, appointed arbitrators on the part of the 
State, to compromise this controversy upon the best terms on the part 
of the State that may be practicable, and report their proceedings to 
the next session of the Legislature of this State. ^ 

Resolved^ Jurthermore^ in the event the whole number of the before 
mentioned arbitr^itors shall agree to receive from the aforesaid Joel 
Parrish and his securities, any specific sum in satisfaction and dis- 
charge of the suit or suits now pending in the circuit court aforesaid, it 
shall be the duty of said defendants to appear before the circuit court of 
Davidson county, and confess judgment for the same iu favor of the 
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State Bank, in satiafiu^fion and discha^e of said suit or suits; and 
stiould said arbitrators be unable to agree upon any specific sum witli 
said defendants, then, sind in that case, said arbitrators are required to 
make report of the fact of such disagreement to the present or any 
subsequent circuit court of Davidson county, and the suit or suits shall 
then be proceeded in as though this resolution had never been passed.
